The local committee of the Victory 
Loan have been active of late in so 
liciting subscriptions and as expected 
have met with fair success.

war supplies. To meet this domestic 
demand there is no evidence of an in¬ 
creased volume of production. For 
lack of labor, part of th$ machinery 
of many industries remains idle, as 
shown by the reports fqr August of 
the various offices of the Employment 
Service of Cartada which were able to 
fill only 73 per cent, of the vacancies 
reported. During the same period a 
loss of 316,187 working days resulted 
through strikes. Under these circum¬ 
stances it must be due to the higher 
efficiency of labor, plant and manage¬ 
ment that so large a volume of ex¬ 
ports has been maintained. To the 
demands from abroad we may safely 
attribute the high prices Canadian 
producers obtain for their goods, and 
while these demands for our chief 
products continue, it would not appear 
that any sustantial recession in prices 
is imminent. That consumers will 
clamour for lower prices is quite na¬ 
tural, but the remedy lies in the 
greater production of goods for the 
satisfaction of public needs. Price¬ 
fixing and the artificial restriction 
of profits will tend to discourage ra¬ 
ther than to enhance production, with 
the inevitable result that prices will 
| be forced to higher levels.

DEPOSITS VS. PRICES 


A large increase in bank deposit' 
might reasonably be looked {qr after 
the recent period of unprecedented 
prosperity, during which our indus¬ 
tries were operated under exceptional 
war conditions, and wages and price? 
were governed more by the exigencies 
of war than by normal commercial 
considerations. To meet these exigen¬ 
cies credits were perforce created and 
an immediate expansion of deposit? 
resulted. The advance in prices did 
not increase the cost of living suf¬ 
ficiently to check extravagance in per¬ 
sonal expenditures, nor did it obstruct 
the steady increase in deposits, which 
reached the large total of $1,781,000,- 
000 at the end of last August, being 
equal to $221 per capita as compared 
with $128 per capita in 1913, the year 
prior to the war. In the intervening 
period $1,400,000,000-in government 
loans were taken up. The public, 
therefore, have apparently been ab’e 
to meet all calls made upon them by 
the government, to set aside large 
savings and, with the exception of the 
salaried classes and those with fixed 
incomes, to live as well as, if not move 
generously than, they did in the period 
immediately prior to the

It is a wonder the U. F. A.,

GLASGOW HERALD’S ACCOUNT 


Mr. Jack Thompson, of Vulcan, who 
is a constant reader of the Glasgow 
Herald, gave us the following clipping 
from that paper which gives a splen¬ 
did description of the Prinoe of Wales’ 
visit to the Bar U ranch.

Now it is a sedate town, where you 
can dance jazz in the evening with the 
brightest and most modern of girls. 
From High River the .Prince went out 
to a big ranch by a trail which the 
chauffeur, who is fond of his car, calls 
mournfully a “hellofer road.” It isn’t 
always the traffic hammered strip of 
dirt which makes in summer the good, 
fast road of Canada. It is usually 
two deep ruts in a sea of grass along 
which the car runs as though on rails 
and it generally runs as if it were on 
rails at a pace that sets timid Euro¬ 
peans wondering whether his accident 
policy is fully paid up. 

The ranch the Prince was visiting 
was owned by a Mr. Lane and is one 
of the biggest and most vigorous oi 
its kind. It is a typical cattle king’s 
home—a rough but'comfortable house 
sited in the heart of broad and roll¬ 
ing plains with the harsh white crag! 
of the foothills looming beyond. The 
Prince was entertained here and 
shown how the wild life can be made 
amenable. On Tuesday he experienc 
ed \he ardours of the calling. Hr 
mounted a broncho and, with his host 
and other cowboys, helped to round 
up some 2,000 head of cattle for the 
business of branding. It is no task 
for the idler or slacker, this. Most 
of the cattle were cows with calves or 
self-determined steers less than a 
year old not yet branded and con¬ 
sciously independent. Most of them 
in fact had seen little or nothing ol 
man in their life of lonely pasturage 
over the wide plain. Riding at a 
gallop and amid a whirl of movement 
and dust the Prince helped to bunch 
the mass of hoofs and horns into a 
compact circle, and then joined with 
the others in riding into the nervous 
herd to separate the calves from the 
mothers and the unbranded steei> 
from those already marked. Calves 
and steers were then roped and drag¬ 
ged to the corral, where they were 
flung and the bar U of the ranch 
branded upon their flanks with long 
irons taken from the fire in the en¬ 
closure. The Prince did not spaie 
himself and thoroughly enjoyed the 
hard work and such is his energy that 
after spending so strenuous a morning 
he went off in the afternoon for ? 
long tramp in which he shot part¬ 
ridges until the time to return to Cal¬ 
gary. His pleasure in his experience 
was summed up in the terse comment 
“some ranch” which he put against 
his signature in the visitors’ book. 

His energetic day was not ended by 
any means, for after a swift ride back 
over the trails in the car he caught a 
train back to Calgary and danced to 
the_ small hours at a brilliant ball giv¬ 
en *by the veterans in the Armoury, 
which had been exquisitely decorated 
for him.

The Dept, of Agriculture at Ottawa 
has discovered a new use for the air¬ 
plane. The Entomological Branch is 
investigating the mosquito in the Low¬ 
er Fraser Valley in British Columbia. 
By using the airplane, the country can 
be surveyed in order to map out the 
swampy areas and other breeding 
places that are readily located in 
photographs taken from overhead, ac¬ 
cording to a statement by Dr. C. Gor¬ 
don Hewitt, Dominion Entomologist, 
that appears in the October Agricul¬ 
tural Gazette. The airplane was used 
in making a comprehensive survey of 
the complicated water system of the 
Fraser River and the adjacent bodies 
of permanent and temporary water in 
that district. A flight reported by 
Dr. Hewitt has demonstrated the pos¬ 
sibility of using this machine also for 
making surveys of timber that is be¬ 
ing killed or has already been des¬ 
troyed by various insects. Its use, 
it is believed, will help very greatly in 
the entomological work with various 
insects being carried on by the Fed¬ 
eral Dept, of Agriculture. 

The International Editorial Associa¬ 
tion, the largest organisation of news¬ 
paper men in the world, made up of 
American and Canadian jouranilsts, 
is having erected at Vanderhoof, B. 
C., a building which will becom# the 
Canadian national home of the associ¬ 
ation.
